WEATHERSTRIPS AND STORM 
WINDOWS 


By Roger B. Whitman 
In winter, a great deal of the heat 
}that is lost by a house goes out 
through the windows, and in two 
ways. For one thing, even with a 
window that seems tightly fitied, a 
wind will blow outdoor air into the 


house through the joints around the 
sashes. This leakage is a great deal 
more than people generally realize; 


| ; 
as an example, a 20-mile wind may | 


| blow enough air through the joints 
of a single window to change the 
air in a small room once an hour. 
Coming in from the outside, this air 
is cold, and enough heat must be 
supplied to the room to keep the 
place comfortable. On a windy day 
with outside air coming in on the 
exposed side, warm house air is 
driven out around the windows or 
the protected side. It is this move- 
ment of air through a house that is 
likely to make exposed roums cold 
As people generally express it 
“When there's a wind, all of the 
| heat seems to go to the protected 
side.” 

That leakage can be almost com- 
| pletely stopped by using weather- 
strips that make air-tight joints 
around the sashes, while leaving the 


sashes free to be opened and closed

temperature, with air at, say, 70 
degrees, on the other, the glass 
picks up heat and passes it out- 
doors. You need only lay your hand 
on the outside of a pane of window 
glass on a cold day to realize that 
its temperature is far below that 
of the room 

That loss of heat can be greatly 


cut down with double windows 
|To be really effective, double win- 
dows should make a tight fit. and 


should even be weatherstripped, so 
{that outside air cannot be blown 
|} within. The space between the in-

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British Amateur Golfers Strangers 
In Strange Land When Playing 
In U.S.—This an’ That 


When Hector Thomson, Scotland's holder of the British 


amateur golf title, was knocked out of the U.S. amateur 


tourney yesterday by Hank Kowal’s 4 and 2 win, golf fans 
from one end of the continent to the other began asking 


themselves what it was that ailed the British. 
cup team from across the sea hardly gave the U.S. defenders 
a good workout. Thomson was rated as the stand-out on the 
Walker cup squad and figured one of the major threats for 
the U.S. ‘amateur crown. 

While at first glance one might be inclined to the 
decision that the Britons are simply outclassed by the 
Americans in amateur play, this would not be a fair state- 
ment of the situation and certainly not do justice toe the 
shotmakers from the old land. 

It is really a case of strangers in a strange land, so far 
as the British are concerned. In America they find a type 
of golf course entirely different from the ones they are 
accustomed to. Americans are natural born sharp-shooters 
with an itch for hitting the bulls-eye. They accordingly put 
tree- 


a premium on accuracy in golf, designing narrow, 
bordered fairways on which cuts and slices mean serious 
trouble. Then they make bottle-necked greens that are 


ringed with traps. In the old country, courses are laid out 
generally on wide-open moorland. Trees do not narrow the 
fairways and dead-centre accuracy on drives does not mean 
so much. Their greens are wide and inviting, with mag- 
nificent turf instead of the hard rolling surfaces that mark 
the greens on the majority of courses on this side of the 
ocean,

American golfers have to learn every type of explosion | 


and recovery shot in addition to accurate driving before they 
can hope to even get past the medal round in tourney play. | 
On these shots this year’s British Walker cuppers were 
notoriously weak. Accustomed to their grand greens at 
home, the Britons did not give the minute attention to lining 
up their putts that the Americans did and lost heavily on 
the greens. The windy courses of the old land also force the 
Britons to ase a quick drive—they have to get the ball away 
the instant a lull comes. 
distance and accuracy that the 
swing does, 

On top of all these difficulties, the invading Britons also 
have to contend with the larger American ball. The British 
ball has a diameter of 1.62 inches, while the American is 
1.68 inchys, On paper this does not look like a serious 
difference, but on a golf course with a cross wind it is really 
something to worry about. Likewise in putting the American 
ball requires a different touch than the smaller one. 

However, the greatest difference between the amateur 
shot-makers of the two countries is the fact that in the 
U.S. a leading amateur is a big shot, while in the old land 
no one gets very excited about him. On this side a good 
amateur ranks special privileges for practice and com- 
petition with practically every employer. On the other 
side such privileges are seldom extended. The result is 
that good amateurs in the U.S. generally get twice as much 
competitive experience as amateurs in the British Isles.
